make the beſt of our way for this place, having near 800 Ti 
men killed, wounded and fick in the fleet, the French 
expecting to be joined by four more 74 gun ſhips from 
Toulon. We arrived here the 19th inſt. where we found 
five ſail from England, but am afraid N are come too 
late to be of any ſervice.” 


The following is an exact liſt of the two fleets, i in the 
order of the line of battle they were drawn up in againſt 
one another, By this it appears, that the French ſhips 
carried 62, more. guns, and ours 36 fewer, than were. 
mentioned.in our Gazette, for which difference let others
